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EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS
Influenza

The f irs t report of influenza in the United States for the current season has been received from  Dr. Gordon Meikeljohn, 
University of Colorado. He reports a mild outbreak of the d is­ease from an Air Force base in Colorado which began earlie r 
in January. Two stra ins of virus with A-prime properties have 
been isolated from throat washings collected on January 14.

The World Health Organization, Geneva, sta tes that “ In 
connection with the stra ins collected during the mild epidemic Uapan) in December, it is reported by the World Influenza 
Centre, London, that prelim inary tests  suggest the stra in  
V Japan/6/56 to be serologically s im ilar to the Dutch ’56 viruses.”
M alaria

The California State Department of Public Health has sup­
plied additional information on indigenous m alaria in the State. 
Last week 2 cases were reported and an additional case has been 
Reported from the same area  bringing the total number of in­
digenous cases for 1956 to 3. The th ird  case was in a man who 
arrived from New York where he had lived for 2 years. Re­cently he has been teaching school in the State. He has had no 
known exposure to m alaria and like the other 2 cases, the source 
of infection is  believed to be associated with Mexican agricul­tural workers.
Slularemia

Dr. E. J. Witte, Veterinarian, Pennsylvania Department of 
Health, has reported 2 cases of tularem ia in persons who were 
exposed to wild rabbits. The liusband had shot the rabbits and 
Ws wife had dressed them at home. Four days la te r they be­
came ill with headache, vomiting, chills, general aching, fever, sweats, and prostration. Agglutination te s ts  on specimens 

o® each patient showed a  fourfold or g rea ter rise  in tite r.
Chemical poisoning

The Los Angeles City (California) Health Department has 
reP°rted 2 cases of chemical poisoning. These persons be­
came ill with nausea and vomiting within 15 minutes after drink- 
*®B from a bulk vending machine. An investigation revealed 
hat a defective carbonator valve perm itted carbon dioxide to 
ack up into a  copper waterline. Chemical analysis of water 
ro® the carbonator showed 260 p.p.m. of copper.

ijagtro-en teritis
Dr. J . d . Martin, Louisiana State Department of Health, and Dr. D. E. Brown, local health department, have given a de- 

ailed report of the investigation of an outbreak of gastro-en-

te r itis  among students and faculty of a  high school. Question­
naires were used to collect data about the illness. Those that 
were completed and returned indicated the illness was associ­
ated with food served one Wednesday and/or Thursday in the school cafeteria. Of 853 persons eatlngthem aindishes on these 
days, 438 became ill with nausea, weakness, vomiting, fever, 
chilly sensation, and d iarrhea. The incubation period was esti- . 
mated to be from 32 to 72 hours. Meat loaf was served on the Wednesday and canned pork with gravy was served the following 
day. It was established that the persons who ate of these dishes 
became ill in a significantly g rea ter number than those who 
did not. No food served on the 2 days was available for bac­
tériologie examination but sim ilar food was collected. None of the food tested yielded any pathogenic organism s. The food 
served on the days previously mentioned was reported to have 
been prepared freshly. However, additional information sug­gests that some food is  being held over from  one day to the 
next. Laboratory examination of stool specimens from food 
handlers and from some of the patients revealed no pathogens. 
No viral studies were done.

The California State Department of Public Health has re ­
ported 2 sm all outbreaks of g a stro -en te ritis—one in a  restau­
rant and the other in a  private residence. Of persons eating turkey in the restaurant, 8 became ill with cram ps and diarrhea 
from 3 j to 14 hours la te r. The turkey was cooked early  in the 
morning of the previous day. The meat wag sliced by hand and 
placed in pans and refrigerated . When needed, a  pan was r e ­moved from the re frig era to r and the meat reheated. No food 
was available for bacteriologic examination. In the private r e s ­
idence, 4 persons became ill with vomiting and d iarrhea from 
1 to 11 hours after eating ham. The ham had been purchased 
and left in a  ca r for about 5 hours before being refrigerated . 
None of it was available for laboratory tes ts .

Miss Sarah V. Dugan, Kentucky State Department of Health, has reported an outbreak of gastro -en teritis  in a  high school. Of 950 persons in the school, 650 became ill with diarrhea, 
cram ps, some nausea and vomiting, from  8 to 30 hours after 
eating a  turkey dinner. Turkeys (frozen) from California were 
distributed to schools by the State Department of Agriculture. 
The turkeys were left crated in the school lunchroom at room 
tem perature for more than 24 hours. The turKeys, weighing 
from 16 to 25 pounds each, probably were not completely thawed 
when put (3 each) in 15-gallon pots to boil. They were cooked for 3 j hours, which is  much less  than the cooking tim e recom ­
mended by authorities. One frozen turkey was submitted for 
laboratory examination and te s ts  showed a paracolon of the Arizona group to be present in the carcass.

Dr. P. C. Supan, County Health Officer in Illinois, has r e ­
ported an outbreak of ga,stro-enteritis in a  fam ily of 3. They 
all became ill 2 hours after eating a meal of which ham was
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the main food. Bacteriologic examination of a specimen of the 
meat revealed nonhemolytic staphylococci, Escherichia coli, 
and Bacillus pyocyaneus.
Salmonellosis

Dr. Altman, County Health Officer in New York State, has 
reported an outbreak of salmonellosis in a family. The source was polluted water from an old dug well. Salmonella typhi- 
murlum was isolated from stool specimens collected from 6 
persons, including 3 without symptoms.

Roundworm infection
Dr. E. J. Witte, has reported also a case of roundworm, 

Toxocara canis. in a  3-year-old g irl in Pennsylvania. The pa­
tient had recurren t episodes of congestive heart failure with hepatomegaly, splenomegaly, and eosinophilia up to 40 percent, 
and white blood counts of 15 to 25,000. She had a definite h is­
tory of eating dirt. An investigation revealed that the family 
dog was infected with T. canis. It is believed that the source of infection of the child was the dog through her dirt-eating 
habits.

The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 114 
m ajor cities of the United States by week for the current year, and, for comparison, the median of the number of deaths r e ­
ported for the corresponding weeks of the 3 previous calendar 
years. (The median is  the central one of the three values a r ­
ranged in order of magnitude.) If a  report is  not received from 
a  city in tim e to be included in the total for the curren t week, an estim ate is  made to maintain comparability for graphic 
presentation.

The figures reported rep resen t the number of death ce rti­
ficates received in the vital sta tis tics  offices during the week 
indicated for deaths occurring in that city. F igures compiled in this way, by week of receipt, usually approximate closely the number of deaths occurring during the week. However, 
differences a re  to be expected because of variations in the

interval between death and receipt of the certificate.
While week-to-week changes in the total number of deaths 

reported for all major c ities generally represent a  change in 
m ortality conditions, this may not be true for variations in 
weekly figures for each city. For example, in a city with a 
weekly average of 50 deaths, the number of deaths occurring in a week may be expected to vary by chance alone from 36 to 
64 (d ± 2Vd, where d rep resen ts the average number of deaths 
per week).

The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also 
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex com­position of their populations, and because some cities a re  hos­
pital centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from 
year to year in the number of deaths may be due in part to pop­
ulation increases or decreases.
